In sposking of the mutter yesteriday, My,
Humsoy sibd: “For more thun one yoar 1
have boen the grand chief of the otder, and
prioe o that time I was the assistant to tho
chief

YSome Hifteem yoars ago [ met o bare-
fouted Loy who winnted to learn telegriphy,
puld having o warm spot inomy heart for bhe
Ind, 1 took him into an oftlee and  secured
him & position, but like tho serpent, he
turnod dnd tried o sting the hand  that
wiurined aml fod him, For s time ue
worked in offices about the country and
finnlly drifted ioto newspaper work, be-
colning a reporter ou an Omaba dally.

How He Came to Jdoin,

YOne year ago | met him andon aceount of
the kindly feeling that I had toward  him, 1
pdvised him to join the Order of Kaillway
Telegraphors,  Actiog upon my advice, he
becnme o member, and two months lnter
commengced putting down his lines for the
editorship of the paper which is published
by our erder, o position that s worth $2,(00
noyenr. The proposition came to mo and 1
at once advised the rtjecimont of anything
of the ol boing of the opinfon that he
Incked the ability and also fecling that he
whs too unew in the order to be wiven so
fmportant o position.  Immedintely  sfter
that this young man declared war, He sald
that he could control the Omahn papers, the
Assceinted press dand that he would erush
AL Thurston, the grand editor, and my-
polf, nod that i the cnd he would have
the editorship of the paper. Whoen the
grand convention was  hoeld at Toronto,
this young wan was present, aeeompiniod
by & manager o run his compaden and work
in his duterests, He had a man to plice

VICKORY'S VICTIM.

High Eagle, the Indinn Soldier, 14 Rapldiy
Improving nnd Will Recover.,
Through the kindness of Lioutenant

Colonel Hartsuff, post surgeon, a Bur re-
porter wius yesterday allowed to interviow
High Eagle, the Sioux soldier who wis shot
lnthe biack by J. H. Vickory, Mr. High
Baglo was found comfortably loented on o
cot in the hospital and was breathing what
he called “steained ale,” from the fact that
his bed was entiroly surpounded with nice,
clean mosquito ne ting, Tho patient wns
arouscd by the hospital stewnred and told
the following story, speaking in pure Sloux:

“Three of us were out walidong  and wo
went into that place to lay down in the
shudo o moment, when a8 man with a gun
ordered us out, None of us understood
wlhit homeant except by his motions and
we staited us soon as we could,  While 1
wis climbing the hedge 1 was shot in the
back. ‘That isall 1 know.»

One of the hwespital stewards telles o
slightly different story: He says that when
High Eagle was vrought to the hespital he
vouited a great deal, throwing up about a
peck of grapes and w0 lotof green upples,

PPost Surgeon Hurtsufl said that about
tnirty-sevon *No 4" shot entered the Indian's
body and swore seuttersd from the shoulder
blades down to the cilves of the logs, Quite
u number of tho shot have been taken out
and tho dector uow hopes to save his pa-
tient's life,

Hefore the Indinn company was paraded
lngt nlght Tur Ber man went through its
quinrters and  found everything very quiet.
The Indlans seemed utterly indifferent to
thesufferings of thelr comeade snd spoke
lightly of his injuries. Thoughts of re-
